T ry to name all the orchestral 

compositions of childrens stories 
with narration that you can, and 
chances are you’ll come up with a very short 
list. “I’ve conducted Peter and the Wolf, 

I don’t know, dozens of times,” says 
Stephen Barlow. “These pieces with 
orchestra and narrator for families, 
there really is a shortage of repertoire.” 

The acclaimed conductor and composer 
set about to change that by collaborating 
with a stellar collection of his own friends 
and relations. The result was Rainbow Bear , 
a new orchestral piece for the young that 
premiered earlier this month as a ballet. 

Stephen’s score is based on the much¬ 
loved children’s book by bestselling author 
and former Children’s Laureate Michael 
Morpurgo. “Michael, who is a very dear 


friend of ours, had been suggesting that 
maybe we could find a way of working 
together simply because we’ve known each 
other a very long time and get on very well,” 
Stephen recalls. Upon reading the story, he 
was immediately convinced it had a future 
as a musical composition. “That’s how it 
really started - it was Michael’s ingenuity 
and imagination that sparked mine.” 

When it came to casting a narrator, no 
auditions were required. In fact Stephen 
needed to look no further than the South 
Lambeth home he shares with the actress 
Joanna Lumley. “It was an opportunity 
for my wife and I to work together, so 
it was a very, very nice project,” he says. 

It is his wife’s voice that can be heard 
on the CD recording, as well as in the 
upcoming performances of the piece.

His professional career has seen him 
occupying a long list of esteemed roles, 
such as resident conductor at the English 
National Opera, artistic director of Opera 
Northern Ireland and music director of the 
Queensland Philharmonic Orchestra. His

perhaps work as a ballet,” he says. His wife 
is a patron of the National Youth Ballet, and 
its founder and artistic director, JillTookey, 
is a friend. “She heard the disc and 
immediately saw what I’d hoped someone 
would see and said, ‘Yes, this could make 
a rather beautiful ballet.’” 

The endearing story tells the tale of a polar 
bear who, enchanted by the sight of 
a brilliant rainbow, wishes to become 
a rainbow bear. “The story hinges around 
the bear that wants more than he’s naturally 
given,” explains Stephen. “Michael’s stories 
always have quite an important moral 
centre, and the core of the story is one must 
be happy with who one is, rather than 
wanting to be something else.” 

Such internal conflicts seem not to have 


list of world cities that have hosted his 
orchestral and operatic talent is vast, from 
Adelaide to Amsterdam, Melbourne to 
Miami, Lausanne to Lille and many more. 

“I spent 15 years travelling the world as 
a conductor, being away nine months of 
the year all over the place,” he says. “To 
cut a long story short I’d not played piano 
as much as I wanted to do and I hadn’t 
composed as much as I wanted to do.” 
These days he’s cut back on conducting 
to make more time for writing music and 
providing accompaniment on recordings. 

Stephen’s agenda in coming months 
includes concerts in Palermo, Canterbury, 
at The Buxton Festival and with Grange 
Park Opera, and he’s excited about all of 
them. “We have a culture in the music 


business of always being extremely grateful 
that one is being employed,” he says. 
“Playing piano is a refreshment from 
conducting opera, composing is a 
refreshment from playing piano. It all adds 
up to a very happy life.” 

One of the benefits of varying his work 
and cutting back on touring is that he can 
now spend more time in the south London 
neighbourhood that’s been home for the 
past 20 years. “I love it, we love it here. 

It’s very central, a real London community, 
a wonderful mix of people from all walks of 
life. There’s Little Portugal, Italian bakeries, 
a real mix. It struck me because it’s very like 
the London that I loved when I was very 
young growing up: real neighbours, real 
green space. Everyone knows everyone,” 
he says. “We’re very close around here.” 
And - it seems - very talented. •

Fiona Douglas has a passion for sewing 
and she’s determined to pass it on to the 
local community, discovers CLARE KELLY 


U nless you’ve been living in space 
for the past few months, you’ll 
be well aware that craft is 
experiencing something of a renaissance. 
Whether this is due to the recession and the 
tightening of purse strings is questionable, 
but there’s definitely something in the air, 
weaving its way through the UK - and 
now it’s found a home on the fourth floor 
of a Brixton high rise. 

Oh Sew Brixton is a creative studio where 
those with a flair for sewing (or lack of!) can 
get hands on and learn to make anything 
from a simple shopper to a 50 s style dress 
- perfect for a hostess with the mostess. 

Sew, without further ado, let’s meet head 
seamstress Fiona Douglas who, though not 
a Brixton native, is clearly attached to 
the area: “I moved to Brixton after a year 
abroad. Over 15 years later, I would never 
live anywhere else in London. The name 


Oh Sew Brixton started as a working title 
but it made everyone smile and it shows how 
loyal I am to the place I live and work in.” 

Fiona expected she’d only get students 
from Clapham and Dulwich, but there were 
some surprises in store for the business that 
only opened its doors last year: “I have 
students coming from all over London,” 
says Fiona. We are very close to Brixton tube 
and there are very few other schools doing 
what we do, so people seem happy to travel. 
I’ve noticed an increase in the numbers of 
people coming who work in the City, too.” 

Recession aside, why does she think 
sewing has Become so popular? “I think 
the beginning of the sewing revival is due 
to increasing awareness of environmental 
concerns. Clothes had become cheaper and 
cheaper and more disposable, we realised 
we had too many of them, and they were 
probably made by someone who wasn’t paid 



very much. But I think the recession has 
helped too - people started re-evaluating 
their lives and wanting to do something 
more practical and creative.” 

The light and airy studio is the perfect 
place to be both practical and creative 
- sewing machines are lined up begging to 
transform a piece of fabric into something 
more becoming, and an abundance of books 
and magazines line the shelves for those 
seeking a little inspiration. 

One convert is Michelle Young from 
Clapham: “I did a one-day course learning 
to use the sewing machine and it was 
brilliant. Everything was explained from 
scratch and I enjoyed it so much I signed 
up to the dress-making course.” 

Fiona herself began making clothes “back 
in the 80 s, when it was definitely cheaper to 
sew. If you shop for bargain fabric you can 
still do that, but now I think it is more about 
making something personal to you. You 
value the things in your wardrobe because 
you know how long they took you to make.” 

If you fancy having a go yourself, sign up 
for an upcoming course or workshop. The 
things you create will be Oh Sew much 
better than anything bought in a shop... •

ANDY MURRAY HAS MATCH POINT against Nadal in 
the Wimbledon final - would it be a surprise if his mother’s blood 
pressure surged as her anxiety levels hit red? 

Transient increase in blood pressure is normal and quite 
a different matter to hypertension - a constantly high blood 
pressure. Sometimes referred to as the ‘silent killer’, high blood 
pressure rarely causes symptoms, but untreated hypertension 
can cause damage to blood vessels in the eyes, heart, brain 
and kidneys. About 20% of UK adults have hypertension, and 
it is undiagnosed in a further 9% of people. 

The Blood Pressure Association’s awareness campaign 
Know Your Numbers! begins on 13 September. Free blood 
pressure checks will be available in shopping centres, 
supermarkets, GP surgeries and pharmacies. Hypertension 
runs in families but it can also be caused by lifestyle habits. 

Modest weight reduction has been shown to normalise blood 
pressure in people with borderline hypertension. Physical activity 
has also been shown to reduce blood pressure independently 
of weight loss in overweight hypertensives. 

What we consume also affects blood pressure. In the long term, 
too much alcohol increases the likelihood of hypertension. 
Restriction of salt intake and consumption of fruits and vegetables 
can help optimise blood pressure. Sleep is also important - too 
little (less than five hours a night) is associated with increased 
blood pressure. Research also suggests that vitamin D may 
provide protection against hypertension. 

This take-home health message must be familiar to everyone 
by now: eat less, move more and keep alcohol intake to moderate 
levels. Additionally, managing sleep habits, as well as getting 
sensible exposure to summer sun, may also be beneficial. 

Finally, let’s not forget harmful work-life pressure. Practising 
life management skills helps keep mind, body and soul in good 
working order. Take control of your life. Measure your pressure 
this month and get to Know Your Numbers! •

FRANK’S CAFE AND 
CAMPARI BAR now holds a 
very special place in my heart, 
for this is the second year I ’ve 
visited now, and the second 
year I’ve fallen head over heels 
in awe of it. What else could 
draw so many to the top floor 
of a multi-storey car park in 
Peckham? 

For those who haven’t yet 
made it to Frank’s, let me bring 
you up to speed. It’s all part of 
the Bold Tendencies Sculpture 
Project, an annual sculpture 
exhibition initiated by the 
Hannah Barry Gallery in 2007, 
and held on top of said disused 
car park. Bring the current trend 


for pop-up restaurants into 
the mix, et voila; Franks! It 
combines the talents of some 
our top local foodies - Frank 
Boxer of Bonnington Square 
Deli and Brunswick House 
Cafe, both in Vauxhall; and 
head chef Michael Davies of 
the Anchor & Hope in Waterloo. 

Last year I recall faultless 
roast lamb and paprika-ed corn 
on the cob, but a daily changing 
menu (and a year’s hiatus) 
keeps you guessing. During 
our visit, we thought it wise to 
sample one of each dish (two 
of a couple, actually). And so 
began the rolling out of simple 
dishes done really, really, very 


well. A green 
salad (with 
a hint of 
mint and 
vinaigrette), 
heritage 
tomatoes in 
sea salt (old- 
fashioned, ripe and colourful), 
English corgettes on toast with 
butter and garlic, grilled 
sardines, huge Toulouse 
sausages with stewed heritage 
tomatoes, and a plate of soft, 
smelly Mileens cheese. 

And then there’s Campari. 
Last year, I seem to recall I was 
non-too enamoured with the 
Negroni (Campari, Punt et Mes 


and gin), but this year 
something seems to have 
shifted in my palate, for the 
lingering, burnt-orange flavour 
had me ordering another right 
on the halfway mark. Being a 
bar, they’re well stocked on the 
drinks front, so you don’t have 
to get involved with the Campari 
cocktails. But when in Rome...

IF YOU’VE GOT THE BLUES after holidaying in Greece 
(or somewhere equally hot and lovely), get stuck in to Santorini, 
a trendy dry Greek white that’s well worth £16.75 from Green 
and Blue. Moreish, strongly layered and verdant, it will take you 
right back to the beach. It’s perfect for cutting through the local 
catch of day, or even a Chinese takeaway, now you’re back. 

Made from the Aidani grape, it’s appley on the nose and fruity, 
a touch like a posh Viognier with more crispness and a lingering 
afterthought of honey. Since ancient Greece allegedly discovered 
the first wine ever, we should give them the respect they deserve 
and stop going on about washing-up liquid plonk! 

Since it’s the start of a new term, let’s celebrate new beginnings 
with a medium-dry fridge-chilled Spanish Sherry plus ice cubes. 
Amontillado (Sainsbury’sown, £5.22) is a fortified wine (more alcohol 
is added, yippee) with a distinctive toffee, nutty and sun-kissed raisin 
kick. Great value, a bit retro and goes down easy. 

For New Parent networking, crack open a classy Pinotage Shiraz 
from South Africa - Leopard’s Leap (£ 6.99 from Payless, they 
have a great choice of wine) is so named because the vineyards 
are in leopard country, and you’ll be adding to the sponsoring of 
these handsome creatures at the same time. Mulberry on the nose, 
encased in a fruity blend of Shiraz and Pinotage with a snatch of 
black pepper. Blooming impressive! Blackberry, blackcurrant and 
spice. Especially persuasive for those who want to convert to red. 

Or, for the New Mothers coffee 
morning, buy a pretty box of 
Cantuccini almond biscuits 
(£3.95 from La Gastronomia), 
then zip to their mothership on 
Half Moon Lane (where they’re 
licensed) for a golden toffee 
flavoured Vin Santo (£8.95) to dip 
the little nutty babies in! The Santo 
can be translated into Saint, which 
is surely the quickest way to be 
voted parent of the year... •

J ason Gale, founder of PR company 
Handmade and architect of the soon- 
to-launch London Lifestyle Awards, 
aan on a mission. That mission? To fill 
Londoners with a sense of celebration for 
their city - a city that Gale regards 
unequivocally as the best in the world’. 

And how better to beat the drum 
for some ofThe Smoke’s lifestyle 
industries - from the gastronomic 
to the sartorial to the theatrical 
- than to host a lavish and glittering 
awards ceremony to laud the cream 
of the crop as voted by the public. 

“The London Lifestyle Awards are 
a creation I’ve had in my mind for 
about three years and never dared do,” 
explains the chirpy and engaging Gale. 

“They’re cross-lifestyle awards - we have 
great restaurant awards, great pub and bar 
awards, but we don’t celebrate across the 
industry. So it includes everything - best 


bar, best club, best theatre, best fashion 
retailer - that makes up London lifestyle 
and makes London what it is.” 

There are 16 categories, whittled down 
from an initial 32 for the simple reason that 
“there was no way I could make people sit 
through all that - it’s not the Oscars”. But 


why, having been ruminating for three 
years, was 2010 crunch time? “I wanted 
to do it in 2007, but I didn’t have enough 
money, so I got a bit scared. And then 
I thought: ‘Well, surely someone’s done 
something like this before...’ But the more

I researched, the more I realised they hadn’t. 
So I sat there on Christmas Day last year 
and I thought: ‘This is the year I’m going to 
do it. I don’t want to sit here next Christmas 
without having done my awards’.” 

Resolved and raring to go, the past nine 
months in Gale’s world have been a whirl 
of unremitting hard work - not that he’s any 
stranger to graft, and nor is he complaining; 
the response has been far beyond anything 
he’d anticipated. Having teamed up with 
View London, he quickly began to receive 
nominations from the public. “It’s a bigger 
project than I thought it would be,” says 
Gale. “I thought we’d get about 800 
nominations, but we’ve had 2,226. 

So processing all of those has been huge. 

But some of it’s been easier than I thought. 
People wanted to hear about it and talk 
about it, so in that respect we haven’t had 
to do as much marketing as I expected.” 

No wonder; Gale and the team have 
been out filming on the streets for the past 
six weeks to ask people about their favourite 
London haunts, thus garnering 
quite the following. 

“I’ve had a lot of people coming 
up to me in the street saying: 

‘You’re that geezer from the 
London Lifestyle Awards’.” 

It’s not surprising; Gale, 
at 6’3 and chiseled-of-cheek, 
is hard to miss. 

The nominations in, a shortlist has 
been decided by a 12-person committee, 
on which sits industry experts and 
famous faces alike. It includes the likes 
of presenters Angellica Bell, Zoe Salmon 
and Michael Underwood, serial venue 


When we were on the brink 
of the downturn, we all thought 
people would start working 
harder to strive for excellence, 
and that is what has happened 
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owner Nick Valentine and fashion designer 
Savannah Miller - and Gale himself. 

How did he choose the cast of judges? 

“They’re my drinking pals... No, just 
joking! My first thought was that I’d get a 
critic in every category. I wanted Jay Rayner, 
I love him, and I thought I’d get him as our 
restaurant guy. But then I thought: ‘No, 
this isn’t what it’s about. We read critics in 
the papers everyday, their opinions affect 
business every day - in a good way - but the 
London Lifestyle Awards is about how these 
industries are consumed by people. I wanted 
a cross-section of people that worked in the 
industry, respected the industry and had 
been around the industry.” 

And as much as Gale would have loved 
to include a category for best budget 
restaurant, he is equally of the conviction 
that economically-minded businesses can 
be judged alongside the high-end. “I think 
I’m a typical Londoner; I love going to a club 
like Movida but I also like buying a beer in 
Walkabout when the football’s on. And ok, 
they offer a different service, but I think you 
can judge them together - it’s still a bar, it’s 
still a club, it’s still a restaurant, they still take 
my pound, they still take my time, so why 
not judge them together? It’s all about what 
effort that venue has made in that year to 
look after its customers best. It’s the same 


with the shows. I’ve been to see Fringe 
theatre, where not one actor is being paid, 
that I’ve come away from in tears and 
moved, and then I’ve had similar 
experiences at some West End shows.” 

The awards exist to reward and define 
excellence in the capital. Does Gale believe 
that in times of economic downturn, 
London lifestyle businesses have raised 
the bar? “It’s funny, just when we were on 
the brink of the downturn I talked to some 
media friends about this, and we all thought 
that people would start working even harder 
to strive for excellence, and that is what 
has happened. There’s better service 
and better value.” 


In recognition, nominees will attend 
a star-studded red-carpet event at the 
Riverbank Plaza on 7 October; there’ll be 
cocktails and a three-course dinner for 500 
guests, among which attendees are likely to 
spot familiar faces like Simon Cowell, 
Sinitta, the Loose Women and those 
fearsome Strictly judges. And although he 
won’t yet reveal the identity of the host on 
the record, suffice to say, it will be someone 
fittingly fabulous... •

Elementary, 
my dear Watson 


AMANDA HODGES on how Arthur Conan 
Doyle’s famous detective, Sherlock Holmes, 
came to literary fruition in South Norwood 


I t was summer 1891 
and young doctor 
Arthur Conan 
Doyle had arrived at a 
pivotal decision. Briefly 
felled by a virulent bout 
of influenza that allowed 
time for reflection, he 
realised he no longer 
wished to pursue 
medicine and became 
“determined with a wild 
rush of joy... to trust to 
my power of writing.” 

For years Doyle, born 
in 1859, had combined 
writing with his medical career, 
but he now intended to devote himself 
to the craft of fiction, a task he pursued 
with vigour. 

Tired of London life, he and his wife 
Louise (known as Touie) decided to 
move to the suburbs with their infant 
daughter. It was close enough for access, 
but at a sufficient distance from the 


smoke and grime of the capital. Holmes 
found a “suitable house, 
modest but comfortable” 
at 12 Tennison Road, 

South Norwood. 

There he settled down 
and made his first effort 
to live entirely by pen. 
Immediately joining 
the local cricket club, 
he also became a member 
of the Upper Norwood 
Literary and Scientific 
Society, immersing 
himself in the local 
community and taking long 
tandem rides out into the countryside. 

The red-bricked house would soon 
witness the resurgence of a certain 
detective who’d made his literary debut 
years earlier in Study in Scarlet. Further 
adventures would now appear in 
The Strand magazine, something 
that brought him immediate publicity. 

But how had the character of 



Sherlock Holmes first occurred to 
Doyle? “I thought of my old teacher Joe 
Bell, of his eagle face, his curious ways, 
his eerie trick of spotting details... What 
should I call the fellow? First it was 
Sherringford Holmes then Sherlock 
Holmes. He must have a foil - an 
educated man of action who could both 
join in the exploits and narrate them.” 

Doyle himself acknowledged that he 
physically resembled Dr Watson and 
that illustrations in The Strand depicting 
the great detectives charisma were 
misleading since he’d been conceived as 
a supremely tall, angular figure of strictly 
cerebral rather than animal magnetism. 

A Scandal in Bohemia was the first 
Holmes short story and one of his later 
tales, The Adventure of the Norwood 
Builder , reflected his time in the area. By 
late 1892, Doyle was telling his mother, 
“I’ve done five stories of the new series 
and think of slaying Holmes in the sixth. 
He takes my mind from better things.” 

Historical fiction was a genre he 
enjoyed writing but it was always 
Holmes for whom the public clamoured 
and, although he would ostensibly perish 
at the Reisenbach Falls, a huge outcry 
resuscitated him. Even though Touie’s 
deteriorating health eventually 
necessitated a move in 1894, the three 
years Doyle spent in South Norwood 
consolidated his reputation as creator 
of the world’s most dazzling detective. •

Rocky road 

Tunisia’s eventful history makes for rich cultural 
heritage and Roman ruins to rival Greece. 

Go exploring, says VICTORIA PURCELL 


S eeking something more from your 
getaways? Take a look at Tunisia. 
Located in the very centre of 
Mediterranean Africa, it caters for any kind 
of break - be it days at the beach, shopping 
the souks or exploring the rich heritage. 

Tourism is pretty well developed here, but 
less so than neighbouring hotspots Egypt 
and Morocco, which gives Tunisia the edge 
in terms of originality. Occupied by the likes 
of the Phoenicians, Romans, Arabs and the 
Ottomans, it has more than its fair share of 
ancient buildings and winding medinas to 
explore, including eight UNESCO World 
Heritage Sites and numerous little-known 
archaeological treasures. 

One such place is Hai'dra on the western 
border of the country. One of the oldest 
Roman cities in Africa, the sprawling site is 
largely unexcavated, so you’ll find yourself 
scrabbling down partially eroded stairs into 
the baths or picking your way over and 
around fallen stone blocks to reach the 
remains churches and fortress walls. 

There were no other tourist groups when 
we visited in March, nor any barriers or 
hand rails in place, so apart from the newly 
built Tourist Information Centre, there 
is no evidence of modern civilisation at all. 


It’s eerily beautiful, and feels very much like 
you’ve just stumbled across an undiscovered 
historical relic. 

Equally impressive are the more widely 
recognised remains at Sbei'tla, in north 
central Tunisia. Sbei'tla enjoyed a brief 
period as the capital ofTunisia during the 
seventh century, and features what many 
regard as the best-preserved Roman temples 
in Tunisia - the Capitoline temples, a string 
of three buildings dedicated to the gods 
of Jupiter, Juno and Minerva, are an almost 
unique shape in the Roman world. You’ll 
also find a beautiful mosaic baptismal font 
that, with a little spit and polish, could 
almost be brand new. 

If you’re planning a brief trip, however, 
your best bet would be to stick to the beaten 
coastal track. Head for the capital, Tunis, 
from where you have easy access to the 
famed UNESCO World Heritage Site 
of Carthage. (Coach trips abound here, so 
you won’t have as much elbow room as at 
the previous two locations.) Founded by 
the Phoenicians, Carthage became a rich, 
influential city and a major power in the 
Mediterranean. After various attempts, 
the Romans got their hands on the city, 
destroying it in the process before rebuilding

it with resplendent villas and baths befitting 
what was to become one of the three most 
important cities of the Empire. It was 
destroyed a second time as a result of the 
Muslim conquest, but such illustrious 
history leaves behind fascinating remains 
that include the Punic docks, a Roman 
theatre that’s still used today, and the 
Antoinine thermal baths - one of the largest 
Roman baths built under the Empire. 

And, of course, there are the medinas. 
Those at Tunis and Sousse are also 
recognised by UNESCO, so spend an 
afternoon wandering the winding streets, 
souks, cafes and Kasbahs.

There's a whole host of choices when it comes to exams, but are they all 
worthwhile? The Good Schools Guide investigates 


I t would be a 'logistical nightmare', said 
a spokesman from the Department for 
Education last December to publish 
details of all the different exams taken by 
secondary school pupils. He was replying 
to allegations - now substantiated by 
official figures - that academies are more 
likely than other schools to bulk up their 
GCSE results by putting pupils in for 
vocational qualifications that are rated as 
equivalent to several GCSEs, but less 
highly valued. 

When Tony Blair threw out the 2004 
Tomlinson review's recommendations that 
vocational and academic courses should 
all be gathered into one overarching 
qualification, he left the door open for the 
raft of different courses that has 
developed. Some aim to cater for those 
who consider GCSEs and A levels 
insufficiently challenging, others for those 
who find them too academic. With the 
school leaving age set to be raised to 18, 
options must encompass a huge range 
of abilities. 

It is vital to consider one's child's likely 
career or higher education path even 
when helping them to make subject 
choices in year 9. Parliament Hill School 
in Camden, for example, offers a full 
range of GCSEs plus vocational options 
that include the new diplomas, young 
apprenticeships and BTec first certificates 
in subjects including art and design, 



sports and business studies. The latter can 
lead on to higher level vocational courses, 
but generally not A levels. And whilst 
Bournemouth University, for example, 
accepts applicants with a BTec National 
Diploma in ICT for its computer course, 
Oxford requires at least A level maths and 
preferably further maths or a science 
subject. 

Even amongst A levels, some subjects 
are more equal than others. Cambridge 


University will only consider general 
studies and critical thinking as fourth A 
level subjects. It advises pupils not to take 
more than one subject from a list of 20 
that it considers 'soft', which includes 
many 'studies', such as business, media, 
theatre and sports. Other top universities 
also consider these 'less ideal'. Vocational 
or applied A levels will also only be 
considered as third or fourth subjects by 
Cambridge and many other universities. 

Increasing numbers of both state and 
independent schools now offer the 
International Baccaleurate. It's not for 


specialists, as you have to take six 
subjects - three at higher and three at 
standard level - including maths, a 
science and a foreign language. You also 
have to do an extended essay - handy for 
becoming an expert on a subject beyond 
the curriculum - study the theory of 
knowledge and keep up the extra¬ 
curricular activities for the creativity, 
action and service section. It is highly 
valued by universities, and has been 

astonishingly highly rated by 
UCAS in relation to A levels. 
Even after a slight 
devaluation, the full 45 
marks is rated as equivalent 
to more than five A* grades 
at A level. 

A recent alternative is 
the AQA Baccalaureate, 
which also recognises charitable work and 
life skills, and includes an extended essay, 
but does not require a full range of arts 
and science subjects. It is early days yet to 
see whether or not this becomes a valued 
part of the system. 

The vocational route suits plenty of 
children. Yet it is not unknown for schools 
to steer bright pupils towards easier 
subjects where they are likely to get 
better grades, but won’t be able to aim for 
rigorous courses at top universities. Try to 
ensure that your child follows a path she 
enjoys that does not lead to a dead end.

PrepSchools 



A s their name suggests, the raison 
d'etre of preparatory schools is 
preparing children for the next 
stage of their education. If your child is in 
the junior department of an all-through 
school - such as South Hampstead High, 
Dulwich College or St Helen's - and is 
happy and doing well, you can relax. 

If your child's prep school does not lead 
on seamlessly to a senior school, you will 
inevitably be faced with decisions, exams 
and quite likely more exams. But since 
prep schools stand or fall by their success 
in getting places at favoured senior 
schools, most heads make it their job to 
ensure that not only is Tobias well 
prepared, but also aiming at the right 
level of school. Some prep schools boast 
that virtually every child gets a place at 
their first choice of senior school. This 





does not mean that they all go to St 
Paul's or Westminster. It means that the 
head is skilled, as one put it, at 'managing 
parental expectations'. 

Senior school discussions generally start 
several years in advance. The head's job at 
this stage is to try to bridge any huge 
divide between the parents' views of 
Tamsin's brilliance and her own. 

Traditionally, in the independent sector, 
girls have changed schools at 11 and boys 
at 13. Co-ed country boarding schools 
also tend to start at 13. The top two 
classes tend to spend a good deal of time 
practising for forthcoming exams. But 
London boys' schools that become co-ed - 
such as Highgate and Latymer Upper - are 
tending to shift their main entry from 13 
to 11, to fit in with girls' prep schools and 
with state primaries. This tends to irritate 



boys’ preps as fewer places are available 
at 13 and some of their cohorts decide to 
go for the 11+ entry and leave two 
years early. 

The 11+ entry is generally a relatively 
simple one. Children take the entrance 
exams in January for entry the following 
September. The exams include maths and 
English, perhaps science, and maybe 
verbal and/or non-verbal reasoning. Quite 
a few London girls' schools have formed 
consortia, so girls need only take one 
exam for all or any of the schools in the 
group. Those who do well in the exams 
are interviewed, and offers sent out 
towards the end of February. If the prep 
school has done its job well, your only 
problem is deciding which offer to accept. 

The 13+ scenario is an infinitely more 
complicated one, needing a good deal of 
forethought and plenty of guidance. 
Although few senior schools demand you 
put Rory's name down at birth, increasing 
numbers are pre-testing at 10 or 11. Two 
years before entry, those with good 
reports from their prep school are invited 
for interview. If all goes well, Rory will get 
an offer that depends on him getting high 
enough marks in the common entrance or 
scholarship exam he takes in May or June 
of year 8. 

So clearly your relationship with your 
prep school head is at least as important 
as the one with your spouse. You come to 
an agreement with him which senior 
schools will suit Tobias and be prepared to 
take him, and swallow your pride when he 
informs you that your genius son will not 
be in the scholarship class. You must also 
be confident that he will be singing 
Tobias's praises to sceptical senior school 
heads when the going gets sticky. Even if 
you haven't endowed a new school library.

While some people will always want the security of a fixed-rate mortgage over a 
tracker, most people looking over the short term will make a decision based on the 
difference in price between the two, coupled with what they think interest rates will 
do in the next couple of years.
